1* To protect the operations of the Intelligence Agencies of the 
Government .from undue penetration by non-official visitors who wish 
to furnish positive foreign intelligence or related operational 
information or to present proposals Involving intelligence or intelli¬ 
gence activitiesj a focal point is established in each Agency to 
receive such visitors to discuss the information or service they wish 
to impart* Ihtemal procedures will govern how this information, etc* 
is to be used within the interviewer's Agency* 

2* If the interviewing office decides this information is of 
value to another Agency or if the individual might be useful to another 
Agency, he will be referred to the appropriate office of the appropriate 
Agency rather than to individuals or to other sections of the intelli¬ 
gence agencies* If the interviewing official is in doubt about the 
appropriate Agency, the visitor may be referred to CIA's office for 
consideration* • .

Government Official:-: 


1. In about a week, but no latter tfian 1 April 1951, all persons 
who attend conferences with H. S. Ooverament officials who return from 
abroad will be required to sign a security agreement for each such 
conferences This signing will be done at the door as persons are checked 
in. 

2. This requirement on the part of persons representing the 
Intelligence Organizations of State, Army, Navy, and Air Force Departments 
is covered in Interagency Operating Procedure No, 2, dated 17 July 1950, 
subject: ''Conferences with U. S. Government Officials Returning from 
Abroad." The requirement for persons in CIA is to be published as part 
of CIA Regulation No, 50-2 which, when published, will be effective 

1 April. 1951. 

2. It is requested that those -who normally circulate presentation 
notices take steps to give aa wide a circulation as possible to the 
attached sample security agreement among personnel of the various CIA 
offices who are eligible to attend these conferences« This Is believed 
advisable in order that persons who attend conferences will know in. 
advance the contents of the agreement the y will be expected to sign.

Therefore, I agree to 
the following special security precautions: 

a. To give appropriate classification to items of 
intelligence information derived from this conference, 
and, if necessary, to disseminate them only on a strict 
need-to-know basis within my own Department taking every 
precaution to protect the source* 

b„ To make no dissemination of personal views or 
opinions expressed at this conference, and to make use 
of such personal views or opinions only in the evaluative 
process of intelligence production, without revealing 
their immediate source* 

c, To ask no questions about clandestine operations 
nor about clandestine sources of any IK 5- intelligence 
organizatipn. 

I understand, in conclusion, that my signature affixed hereto 
constitutes a record of ay attendance at this conference, and that 
any indication of even an inadvertent unauthorised disclosure of 
matters discussed hereat will result in a thorough investigation*
